First  Delivery  of  U.S.  Half  Dollars

It  was  one  small  step . A  delivery  of  slightly  more  than  5,000  silver 

half  dollars.  But  it  was  one  giant  leap  for  the  new  mint,  and  the  new  nation. 

On  December  1,  1794,  the  U.S.  Mint’s  dream  of  providing  our  nation 
with  spendable  silver  coins  finally  became  a  reality. 

Although  Americans  were  already  using  copper  pennies  and  half- 
cents  from  the  new  mint,  coins  of  silver  and  gold  had  to  be  delayed.  The 
Coinage  Ac  of  1792  provided  for  gold,  silver  and  copper  coins,  ranging 
from  a  half-cent  through  a  gold  $10  gold  coin.  The  problems  was,  the  law 
set  the  bond  on  people  handling  precious  metals  too  high.  Both  the  assayer 
and  the  coiner  were  ordered  to  deposit  $10,000  before  the  Mint  could  begin 
accepting  deposits  of  gold  and  silver.  Neither  could  afford  it. 

Fortunately,  Secretary  of  State  Thomas  Jefferson  appealed  to 
President  Washington,  Washington  appealed  to  Congress,  and  the  bonds 
were  lowered. 

Coin  production  could  now  begin.  Dies  were  prepared.  A  delicate 
portrait  of  Liberty  by  Mint  engraver  Robert  Scot  graced  the  new  silver 
coins.  And  a  rather  scrawny,  yet  stately  eagle  was  placed  on  the  reverse 
side. 


Despite  the  encouraging  beginning,  production  of  silver  coins 
remained  low.  And  the  Mint  did  not  even  start  making  gold  coins  until  the 
following  year.  Problems  with  equipment  and  supplies  and  yellow  fever 
epidemics  in  Philadelphia  during  the  late  18'*’  and  early  19'*’  centuries  all 
took  their  toll. 

It  would  be  several  more  years  before  the  new  mint  could  supply 
enough  coins  to  meet  the  needs  of  commerce  and  the  public.  Yet  that  first 
delivery  of  half  dollars,  over  200  years  ago,  was  a  big  step  forward.

The  Zodiac  on  Ancient  Coins 

By  Kerry  Wetterstrom 


Today  is  the  birthday  of  Nostradamus,  the  famous  astrologer  to  the 
stars.  Not  Hollywood’s  stars,  but  the  16“’  century  stars— Europe’s  royalty. 

Astrologer  say  a  person’s  life  is  determined  by  the  configuration  of 
the  stars,  or  the  zodiac,  at  the  moment  of  birth.  The  Greeks  were  among  the 
first  to  identify  the  astrological  signs  in  the  heavens.  Twelve  constellations 
make  up  the  Zodiac,  and  since  most  of  these  constellations  are  represented 
by  animal,  the  Greeks  called  it  “zodiako  kyko,”  or  “circle  of  animals.” 

Since  the  Zodiac  was  important  in  the  everyday  lives  of  the  ancient 
Greeks  and  Romans  emperors  often  chose  their  personal  birth-sign  as  a 
design  for  their  coins.  “Leo  the  Lion”  and  “Aries  the  Ram”  were  two  of  the 
more  popular  signs. 

Egypt  produced  what  may  be  the  best  example  of  ancient  coins 
featuring  signs  of  the  Zodiac.  All  twelve  signs  were  used  on  a  rare  series  of 
large  bronze  coins  made  in  144  A.D.  This  was  done  to  honor  the  “Great 
Sothic  Cycle.”  The  Sothic  Cycle  was  a  rare  astrological  event  which 
occurred  only  once  every  1,500  years.  It  was  directly  related  to  the  annual 
flooding  of  the  Nile,  which  the  Egyptians  depended  upon  for  their 
existence. 

The  twelve  coins  issued  for  this  event  may  be  the  first 
commemorative  “set”  of  coins  issued  by  a  mint.  Of  course,  we’re  not  able 
to  order  this  set  of  coins  on  a  toll-free  800  number!  But  collectors  do  try  to 
put  together  their  own  sets.  Very  few  complete  sets  have  ever  been 
assembled,  and  most  collectors  settle  for  having  just  of  these  elesue  coins, 
with  their  own  personal  Zodiac  sign  on  it.
